Taxation without representation 
is one of the things that prompted 
Thomas Jefferson to take his plume 
in hand back around this time in 
1776. The danger of having taxation 
without representation should cer- 
tainly prompt every Andover citi- 
zen to take a pencil in hand seven 
days after Independence Day this 
year. Thomas Jefferson wrote a 
formidable document to gain his 
point; all we have to do to guard 
the heritage that the Declaration 
of Independence gave US is to mark 
an “X’’ on a ballot.

Retired Librarian 
Passes Away 


Miss Edna Adelaide Brown, 69, 41 
Bartlet street, retired chief li- 
brarian of the Memorial Hall li- 
brary, died Friday morning at the 
Lawrence General hospital. She 
was born in Providence, R. I., the 
daughter of the late Joseph Farnum 
Brown, a direct descendant of Chad 
Brown, who came to Boston from 
England in 1638. Her mother was 
Mrs. Adelaide Victoria (Ballou) 
Brown, a_ direct descendant of 
Roger Williams and of Mathurin 
Ballou. Miss Brown traced her 
Quaker ancestry ‘back more than 
300 years. 

After receiving her education at 
the girls’ high school in Providence 
and at the New York State Library 
school, Miss Brown served as li- 
brarian at the Providence public 
library and later on the staff of 
the Rosenberg library, Galveston, 
Texas. She came to Andover from 
Texas in April, 1906, and was chief 
librarian until she retired in July, 
1939.
